Common Problems 


No sound. 


Turn the volume up. 

The speaker cords may be shorted. Turn the unit off, check and correct the 
connections and turn the unit on. O 


Sounds unfixed, reversed or 
come from one speaker only. 


Check the speaker connections. © 


Humming heard during play. 


An AC mains lead or fluorescent light is near the cables. Keep other appliances and 
leads away from this unit's cables. 

If possible in your area, turn the AC mains lead's plug or connector over to reverse the 
lead's polarity. 


"ERROR" is displayed. 


Incorrect operation performed. Read the instructions and try again. 


"- -:- -" appears on the display. 


You plugged the AC mains lead in for the first time or there was a power failure 

recently.

"F76" is displayed. 


Check and correct the speaker cord connections. ©
